waves cast up on the rocky shore. 
Farmers found him on the rocks 
—unconscious, half-frozen and tied 
to a piece of wood. » 
Near the spot where he was 
thrown, the pounded bodies of 30 
of the victims were recovered lat- 
er. Among them was Captain Jean 
Baptiste 
Charcot, 
distinguished 
aortic and antactie explorer whose 
leadership of scientific expeditions 
won for him the title of "Ad- 
miral Byrd of France." 
The Pourquoi Pas, returning 


from a five-month expedition, ran 
into the hurricane yesterday, Ge- 
onidec said. 
The ship with its 
crew and scientists were en route 
to Copenhagen where the explor- 
ers were to be welcomed by the 
Royal Danish Geographical Soci- 
ety. 


The crew tried to launch life- 
boats, Geonidec asserted. 
Their 


efforts were repulsed by moun- 
tainous waves breaking over the 
little vessels. The high seas soon 
washed away all lifeboats, he de 
dared. 


Geonidec, who described

own escape as "miraculous" said 
the expedition members and crew 
then tried their only chance—to 
swim to safety.

Loan Program to 
Assure Corn Seed 


For 1937 Planting 


FLOOD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16— 


The Agricultural Adjustment Ad 
ministration announced today that 
Secretary Wallace had approved 
a $10,000,000 corn-seed loan pro- 
gram to assure supplies for next 
spring in the drought areas. 
Tw'o types of loans on farm- 


stored seed corn will be made. A 
loan of $1.75 a bushel will be 
advanced up to 1,000,000 bushels 
of 
selected corn. 
The govern- 


ment also will hold an option to 
buy this com at $3.50 a bushel up 
to April 1. 
The 
second loan will be 55 


cents a bushel on "good quality 
and properly stored cribbed corn 
which can be sorted for seed at 
a later date." 
An option on this corn includes 


the right to purchase at $1.50 per 
bushel until April 1. 
The 
Reconstruction 
Finance 


Corporation was said to 
have 


agreed to advance up to $10,- 
000,000 for the program. The com- 
modity 
Credit 
Corporation 
will 


handle the loans. 
AAA spokesmen said that the 


options to purchase at values con- 
siderably above the loans did not 
obligate the government to take 
the corn at the higher value. 


They said farmers would pay 4 


per cent interest on the loans, the 
same rate as on previous pro- 
grams. 
"The chief purpose of the seed 


loan program," Secretary Wallace 
•said in a statement, "is to guard 
against 
an 
acute 
deficiency of 


seed corn adaptable for growing 
in the drought areas, particularly 
in the western corn belt states. In 
view of past experience with corn 
loans, a seed corn loan program 
appears to be the most practicable 
approach to the seed corn pro- 
gram." 
Federal corn corn experts will 
test samples on which the $1.75 
loan will be made. 
Both loans 


will be on 70-pound bushels of 
ear corn that is stored according 
to state warehouse regulations. 
Agronlmists in various drought 
states will be asked to determine 
counties where the loans are to 
be made, as well as types and 
amounts of corn to be sealed In 
serious counties, it was said. 


Both the option and the note on 


the $1.75 corn will mature April 
1 
The government purchase op- 


tion at $3.50 calls for a bushel 
of 56 pounds of sacked shelled 
corn, said to be the equivalent 
of the 70 pound bushel of ear 
corn.

Although the option on the 55 
cent loan will expire April 1, this 
note will not mature until June
